i the close of the Napoleonic wars, there, were to» be 
found in the streets of London many mariners who 
had taken part in the struggle and who were left friendless, 
homeless and without work. Illness and disease afflicted a 
large number of them and there was no provision for the 
alleviation of their sufferings. In 1818 a small band of 
philanthropists, among whom were William Wilberforce and 
Zachary Macaulay, realising the responsibility of the nation 
towards these men who had served her well, conceived the 
plan of establishing a hospital for their succour. 


The minutes of the first Committee Meeting include the 
following observations :— 


“Sailors in general are bred up to their occupation from early 
youth and retain few of the habits of persons employed on shore. 
Their great failing, and principal occasion of all their misfortunes, 
is an almost total absence of foresight and of consideration for 
the morrow. They appear to have no conception of the possible 
approach of misery until it is too late to escape it and when at 
length they become subject to its visitation, they are appalled 
and sink beneath its weight. Hf informed of, or directed to 
Hospitals, Asylums or other places of relief ashore, which do not 
bear the name “‘ Seamen’s,” they are unwilling to approach them 
and wil submit to be driven to such receptacles only by extreme 
misery. It is well known to every person acquainted with the 
habits of these peculiar beings that they will at any time prefer 
to remain on board their ships, even on approaching death, 
rather than consent to be taken to a hospital on shore, although 
with a prospect of returning health.” 


On the 8th March, 1821, the first meeting of the Committee 
of Management of the Seamen’s Hospital took place in the 
City ol London Tavern”: this: date} is mow ‘kept as 
‘Founders’ Day.’ An old man-of-war, the “‘Grampus”’ had been 
obtained on loan from the Admiralty and, with charitable funds 
collected by the Committee, transformed into a HOSPITAL 
SHIP, and moored in the Thames off Greenwich, that being 
the most central and eligible situation. 


The lower decks of the ship were formed into wards and 
her top deck fitted with canvas shelters for convalescent 
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patients. A Captain Superintendent was placed in command 
and a Chaplain made daily visits. The first Chaplain had the 
somewhat infelicitous name of the Rev. David Jones! 


The general policy governing the admission of patients 
has remained the same throughout the whole history of the 
Society. Every sick seaman, on presenting himself alongside, 
was immediately received without the necessity of any letter 
of recommendation, his own apparent condition being 
sufficient ground for admission. While other hospitals limited 
the period during which patients were permitted to remain in 
them, on board the Hospital Ship every seafarer was allowed to 
remain in a state of convalescence until he had completely 
regained his health and strength. 


The “‘ Grampus ”’ had 180 beds and in 1831, the Committee 
sanctioned an increase of Nurses from 6 to 9 “ together with 
a man for night duty who shall also undertake the work of 
barber.”” The low ceilinged walls were lt by lamps burning 
whale oil and surgical operations were sometimes performed 
by candle light. 


In 1832, the “Grampus’”’ having become too small, the 
Admiralty replaced her with the “ Dreadnought.” This year 
was the most important one in the whole history of the 
Society, for under the will of Mr. John Lydekker, a member of 
Lloyds, his fleet of four vessels on returning from trading in 
the far East, were sold with their cargoes for the benefit of 
this Charity. The proceeds amounted to £55,000 which, in 
addition to making a permanent source of income, enabled the 
Hospital in the following year to obtain from Parliament its 
Act of Incorporation, 3° .Gul-lV.. cap. 9, under dhe titlecor 
the Seamen’s Hospital Society. 


In 1856 the “ Dreadnought ’’ was replaced by the 
“Caledonia ’’ which had been the favourite ship of Lord 
Exmouth. The “ Dreadnought” was by then so well known to 
all mariners that the honourable name was retained and it is 
by this title that the hospitals of the Society are still known 
the world over. 


In 1870, when the Governors of the Greenwich Hospital 
decided to send to their homes the remaining pensioners of the 
Royal Hospital, the use of the Infirmary Building was granted 
to the Society and on the 13th April, 1871, between the hours 
of eleven and one, the patients were removed from the decks 


S 


of the old Ship and the ‘* DREADNOUGHT ”’ came ashore. 
For the first time a Matron and a female Nursing Staff were 
appointed to attend the sick, and seven years later, probationers 
were admitted for training. 


During the next decade two Dispensaries, one in the East 
India Dock Road and one at Gravesend were opened as 
clearing stations for seamen arriving at outlying berths of the 
Port: 


In 1890 was opened the first branch Hospital at the 
juncture of the Victoria and Royal Albert Docks. This was 
the ALBERT DOCK HOSPITAL which, after being shored 
up several times against subsidence of the shifting soil, was in 
1935, condemned as unsafe. The gift from the Port of London 
Authority of a new site and a large sum of money towards the 
cost of a new building is sufficient evidence of the value 
placed upon its services. It is hoped that the new Albert Dock 
Hospital will be opened in 1938. 


This small Hospital lying in the very heart of the central 
docks of the world’s greatest port, has been the cradle of 
discoveries in medical science which have resulted in making 
habitable by white men thousands of square miles of the 
Earth’s surface, for it was the work-shop of the late Sir 
Patrick Manson, father of tropical medicine. In 1899 the 
London School of Tropical Medicine was founded and attached 
to the Albert Dock Hospital under the administration of the 
Society. In 1920, thanks to the generous co-operation of the 
British Red Cross Society, the tropical work of the Society 
was transferred to the HOSPITAL FOR TROPICAL 
DISEASES, Endsleigh Gardens, near Euston. Four years 
later, the School was merged in the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine. which has its own governing body. 


The ANGAS CONVALESCENT HOME at Cudham 
was the next branch to be established. In 1918 Mrs. L. G. 
Angas presented to the Society the house and grounds standing 
on the Kentish uplands above Orpington, so that the “ Dread- 
nought ”’ still has an “‘ upper deck ”’ where the sailor is able to 
regain that strength demanded by his arduous calling. 


Another activity which engaged the attention of the 
Society was the treatment of the sailor suffering from tubercle. 
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Being a wanderer often without fixed domicile, it was difficult 
for him to gain admission to a sanatorium, and in 1921, 
therefore; thanks to a fund collected by the late Earl of 
Inchcape, was built the KING GEORGE’S SANATORIUM 
FOR SAILORS at Bramshott Place, Liphook, Hampshire. 
To the original pavilion was later added a vita-glass ward and 
artificial sunlight unit thanks to the generosity of the officers 
and men of the Royal Navy. 


Earlier in its history the.Society had been asked fo 
provide for the needs of seamen arriving at the Tilbury Docks 
and in 1924 the small Passmore Edwards Hospital was handed 
over to the care of the Corporation. The number of available 
beds has been increased from 17 to 92 and a special feature of 
the TILBURY HOSPITAL is a separate pavilion for the care 
of native seamen who come in vessels from the far East. 


From 1928 to 1932 the Society tried to provide hospital 
treatment for Seamen in a foreigi: pert, Dut, the change o1 
economic conditions has caused the closing of the Queen 
Alexandra Memorial Hospital in Marseilles. 


At>the present time the six hospitals of the Society 
contain a total of 600 beds and treatment is also given in 
Out-patient Departments. The ANNUAL COST of main- 
taining this great work exceeds £99,000. 


THE SAMARITAN FUND. 


In the days of the Hospital Ship, the privations 10 which 
patients were subject often necessitated the burning of their rags and they 
were then provided with new clothing and thus enabled to resume 
their avocations. A SAMARITAN FUND was founded ‘‘for the 


occasional relief of objects in distress who had been in the care of 
the Committee.” 


Gifts of suits, warm underclothing, socks, mufflers and boots are 
still most thankfully received for distribution to seafarers on their 
discharge from Hospital. Donations to the Samaritan Fund enable 
the Committee to continue the charitable work of the Founders in 
providing seamen patients with surgical appliances, fares to their homes 


and smal! sums of money to tide them over the first few days after leaving 
hospital.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1906. 


HE Board of Management present herewith the 116th 
Annual Report of the Society. 


They have the honour to announce that His Most 
Gracious Majesty The King has been pleased to bestow his 
Patronage upon the Corporation. It will be remembered that, 
as Duke of York, His Majesty was President of the Society for 
15 years. A pictorial record of some of the occasions upon 
which His Majesty honoured the Society with his presence 
forms an appendix to this report. 


His Majesty’s personal interest in the welfare of the 
oficers and men of his Merchant Navy sets an example to his 
subjects both in the United Kingdom and throughout his 
Empire overseas. 

The site of the new Albert Dock Hospital has been the 
subject of protracted and difficult negotiations and the Board 
wish to record once again their appreciation of the. valuable 
assistance given in this matter by the Port of London Authority. 


While the new Hospital will continue to offer all those 
services which have been available during the past 45 years 
in the old establishment, the principal feature of the buildings 
which are now rising close by will be a Model Fracture Clinic 
for the treatment of the seafaring community and all those 
who may be injured during the loading and unloading of 
vessels in the Port of London. 


It is the aim of the Board to provide a complete service 
from the moment when one of the Society’s motor ambulances 
picks up an injured man at the scene of the accident, to the 
time when he is able to return to work, or the best possible 
physical end-result has been obtained. 
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The Fracture Clinic will be in charge of Mr. H. Ernest 
Griffiths, M.S., F.R.C.S., Senior Surgeon of the Albert Dock 
Hospital, and will be organised on the lines indicated in the 
report of the Fracture Committee of the British Medical 


Association. 


During the year, the Board sent Mr. Lyon, the Secretary, 
to visit Hospitals in Germany and Austria, including Dr. 
Bohler’s Accident Hospital in Vienna, and also to America, 
when he was accompanied by Mr. Griffiths. The Board 
believe, therefore, that the new Fracture Clinic will be the 
most complete in the United Kingdom, since it will comprise 
not only special fracture wards, fracture theatre and up-to-date 
X-Ray and Physio-therapy Departments, but also an Occu- 
pational Therapy section and a Rehabilitation Centre where 
patients, after leaving the wards, will be retained under full- 
time daily observation and treatment which will include the 
provision of proper and adequate nutrition during the 


restoration period. 


The Board wish to express their gratitude for the generous 
support given to the Albert Dock Hospital Rebuilding Fund 
which, at the end of the year, stood at £62,230, and, in 
particular, to Lord Nufheld, who gave the munificent donation 
of £10,000 expressly for the Fracture Clinic. 


The Society's Income and Expenditure account, as set 
forth according to the Revised Umform System of Hospital 
Accounts, reveals an excess of total income over total expendi- 
ture. ‘The Board wish, however, to draw attention to the fact 
that this position is only the result of including on the income 
side the special grant from the Viscount Devonport Trust 
Fund of £4,500 (under the heading of donations), the grant of 
£1,000 from King Edward’s Hospital Fund for the reduction 
of debt, and Legacies amounting to £4,500; were it not for 
these items, a deficit on the annual working would have 
amounted to over £7,500. Meanwhile, the Society is bearing 
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[HE Committee observe with much 
regret that among the many large 
Bequests to Charities the Dread- 


nought and Sick Seamen seem often 


to be forgotten.

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an accumulated deficit on its general funds amounting to 
2,548. 

Many good friends of the Society have died during the 
past year, and it is earnestly hoped that members of the 
succeeding generation will continue to befriend the sailor 
and thus restore the decrease in annual subscriptions. 

The decrease of over £1,000 in donations is due to non- 
recurrent gifts received in 1935. 

The Board note with regret, a decrease of £600 in the 
receipts from Approved Societies on account of services 


rendered to their members. 


The main increase in expenditure is due to the Board 
having authorised considerable expenditure upon necessary 
renewals and repairs to the various buildings, notably at the 
Hospital for Tropical Diseases, where the increase amounts to 
no less than £1,700 and at the “ Dreadnought,” where the 
rewiring of the electric mains and other necessary repairs 
accounted for some £700. The increase in “Surgery and 
Dispensary,” is largely accounted for by the general rise in 


prices.

Since 1932, he had been Deputy Chairman of King 
George’s Fund for Sailors, the office in which he succeeded 
the late Captain Sir Arthur Clarke. | 

Lady Houston, D.B.E., died on the 30th December. 


There have been elected as Vice-Presidents, Sir Richard 
Hok, Bt, LL.D... Captain. A. HH. Morrell, Deputy Master of 
the ‘Trinity House, and Admiral the Hon. Sir Algernon Boyle, 
K.C.B., C.M.G., M.V.O., who has been a member of the 


Committee of Management since 1924. 
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The resignation of Mr. R. T. Garrett from the Board | 
and as a Trustee of the Corporation, has been accepted with 


much regret.
